SACRAMENTO, January 9.—With 


CMst impressive ceremonies, witnessed 
by hundreds of visitors who thronged

•the United States, tvere carried out 
this afternoon. 


Although the change of years has 


destroyed the necessity for the elec- 
toral college and while It Is known 
ever since the eighth day of last No- 
vember that California's electoral votes 
v.-ere to be cast for Roosevelt and Fair- 
banks, this fact did not rob the pro- 
ceedings of any of their Interest. 


The spectacle was arranged with the 


greatest regard for details and the 
event was one not soon to be forgot- 
ten. 


THE DECORATIONS. 


The Assembly Chamber was taste- 


fully decorated for the occasion, hun- 
dreds of flags and palms being used 
with splendid effect.

Captain Tsunoda asked -what caused 


the most damage to the garrison dur- 
ing the siege, to which General Stoes- 
sel replied: 


"Tour 11-Inch howitzers. Since they 


arrived our defensive works have been 
useless." 


KNEW JAPANESE. 


The general said that he and former 


Viceroy Alexleff had been through the 
Boxer trouble and had then seen the 
•work of the Japanese army. He had 
been associated with the Japanese gen- 
erals, Tamagouchl and Fukushima at 
that time, he said, and he expressed the 
opinion that the Russian and Japan- 
ese forces had borne the lion's share of 


the work. Since that time, he declared 
he had always entertained a high idea 
of. the organization and fighting quali- 
ties of the Japanese. 


CAUSE OF WAR. 


The real cause of the war, in,General 


Stoesael's opinion, was the ignorance 
o£ the Russian people regarding the 
fighting qualities of the Japanese. 


The first attack on Pore Arthur by 


the Japanese fleet in February was a 
tremendous surprise to the Russians, 
General Stoessel told Captain Tsunoda, 
as the forts were then only partly com- 
pleted and were garrisoned by only 
from two to three thousand troops. He 
said he had always opposed the scheme 
for the spending of money In the build- 
ing up of Dalny Instead of finishing the 
defenses of Port Arthur. 


JAPANESE ARTILLERY. 


He paid high tribute to the ingenuity, 


pluck and patience of the Japanese in- 
fantry, especially In the making of 
siege parallels and trenches to the forts. 
At first he did not think that the artil- 
ery practice of the Japanese was good 
but he declared that he was soon com- 
pelled to recognize how good it was. 


General Stoessel told of the death of 


General I&ndratenko and a colonel of 
engineers who were killed in the North 
Keek-nan fort by a Japanese shell J"^ 
prior to the explosion of the fort on 
December 18. He said that the loss of 
General Kondratenko was a great one 
as he was a clever engineer. 


IN THREE WARS. 


General Stoessel said he had served 


his Emperor in three wars and had 
been wounded three times.. The first 
iv as the Russo-Turldsh war, the second 
the Boxer trouble and the third was 
the present war. Now he felt that he 
had earned the right to return to Hus- 
sla and live out his old age with his 
family. He was, he said, taking home

robbed late Saturday *nght by three 
men he met near the Sixteenth street 
station.

with a remonstrance against the way 
In which the poor of Alameda county are 
being treated by the Associated Charities 
Although the Associated Charities are in 
your employ for the purpose of investigat- 
ing the cases of the poor you said you 
had ro jurisdiction in the matter and 
advised me to file my charges against 
the Associated Charities with the Assocl 
ated Charities 
I did this foolish thing 


two year1* ago and was roundly abused for 
my troutle 


The formation of a trust with Miss 


Whitney at its head, of all the benevolent 
societies in the countj, seems, to manv 
a great absurdity 


There Is no provision In the law for 
the office to which yon have appointed 
Miss Whitney 
If we are to have an of 
ficei of this kind he or she ought to be 
chosen in such as way as to be the i epre 
sentative of the county and be made re 
sponsible to the people foi the duties of 
the office 
The Associated Charities, as it 
is now are responsible to no one and can 
aid the pool or not at their pleasure 
Their treasurei 
although he handles 
rdbny thousands of dollars the actual 
property of the poor of this county is 
not under bonds 
The organization known as the Associ- 
ated Charities Is composed of a few peo- 
ple some of whom have held office under 
it for many jears and who have lately 
assumed judicial functions and set them- 
selves up as a court of final appeal before 
which all benevolent persons aie arraigned 
and tiled Miss Whitney being the chief 
prosecutor 
In ismuch as there is no au- 
thoriti above them they have been under 
the necessuy of endorsing themselves, 
which is fortunate for them 
1 am sure the taxpayers are not dls 
satisfied with the amount of money spent 
for the poor but aie dissatisfied with the 
supervision of Miss Whitnej 
for which 
the countj pajs $100 a mojith 
Further 
more in many cases reported upon ad 
versely by her her advice has been dis- 
regaided and though reported by her as 
unworthy you as a board have con- 
tinued them on the roll of the county 3 
poor 
It would appear from this that the 
public money is being paid out for ser 
vices and advice which in some cases, 
to say the least are worth nothing 
It seems strange that the Board of 
Supervisors of 
Alamede county should 
place the unfortunate poor of the county 
at the mercy of one woman and I have' 
reason to believe that in some cases 
worthy people who have complained of 
the heartlessness of the Associated Chart 
ties in the past have recently been de- 
nied the county supplies 
It is clear to me that the aim and ob- 
ject of the Associated Charities is to con- 
trol the issuance of the orders now given 
out by vour honorable board 
In fact 
they are trying to compel that every 
charity worker shall work with and un- 
der them 
Miss Whitney says It is be ter for the 
poor to suffer from cold and hunger than 
to pauperize them 
The choice of star- 
vation or pauperism should be left to the 
poor rather than to Miss Whitney 
If the money subscribed by the peo- 
ple of Alameda county for the poor of 
the county was properly fnvested 
if 
one fourth of the sums subscribed each 
year for this purpose was used to make 
a payment on a tract of land on the out 
skhts of the city to be operated as a 
municipal farm for the benefit of the poor 
It would do away with the necessity of

not be built in Folsom penitentiary 
An announcement to that effect was 
made to-day 
by A B Nye private 


secretary 
to Governor Pardee 
The 


structure will, Instead, be erected upon 
the grounds adjacent to some one of 
the Insane asylums of the State 


An hospital of the kind mentioned 


was decided upon two years ago by 
the Legislature which 
appropriated 


$25 000 for the erection of the same 
the intention being to locate the struc- 
tuie at Folsom 


Two things have operated to pre- 


vent the carrying out of the purpose 
of the Legislature 
The first of these 


was the fact that the legislative body 
overlooked a requirement of the State 
building law, and the next was that in 
the event of the building being erected 
at Folsom, there would toe a scarcity of 
medical attendants who have made a 
study of Insanity to care for the pa- 
tients 


DANGEROUS PEOPLE. 


The hospital in question was intend- 


ed to accommodate Insane people who 
had been tried and found guilty of 
felony, in some cases burning down 
houses and even taking life, and who 
subsequently were adjudged irrespon- 
sible because of insanity 


Up to the piesent time, these unfor- 


tunates, who have become known as 
criminally Insane, have been quartered 
In the several, insane asylums of this 
State 
They have been a source of 


constant annoyance to the manage- 
ment and keepers 
They must be al- 


ways under surveillance 
to prevent 


them from doing damage to the in- 
stitutions or taking the lives of their 
fellow unfortunates. 


The erection of an hospital for this 


class of insane people at Folsom, it 
was thought, would place them where 
their freedom could be circumscribed 
and where they would not have the op- 
port-unity or the incentive to carry out 
their criminally Insane purpose 


GRANITE QUARRIED. 


For some time past convicts in Fol- 


som have been quarrying huge blocks 
of granite with which it was intended 
to erect the proposed hospital 
When 


the time arrived to incorporate those 
blocks into the proposed structure it 
was discovered that there were clauses 
In the State building law which re- 
quired the submission of bids and the 
awarding of the contract to the low- 
est bidder for the construction of State 
buildings 


In this instance, no plans or specifi- 


cations had been submitted no bids for 
the work had been received or offered, 
and without complying with these re- 
quirements the erection of the propos- 
ed hospital would be clearly in viola- 
tion of the State building law. 


LEGISLATIVE HELP. 


It was thought at first that the pres- 


ent Legislature might be appealed to 
and that it might place the proposed 
hospital beyond the operation of the 
State building law 


It then became apparent, however, 


that, In the event of the building being 
erected, there were no specialists at 
Folsom who weie capable of minister- 
ing to the minds of the criminally in- 
sane. 


Accordingly, the proposed hospital 


will become an adjunct of on« of th* 


State asylums for the Insane and even- 
tually the location may be designated 
by the State Commission on Lunacy. 


The granite quarried will be used in

PLEASANTON FAIR.

Two years, ago, the appropriation 


for district fairs was cut off at the in- 
stance of Governor Pardee, who held 
that the money was applied In main- 
taining horse-racing with attendant 
gambling, instead of for the display of 
agricultural products and live-stock. 


Mr Adams s'tates that the places in 


which to hold these fairs are small 
cities 
He declares that when the fair 


of the First District, which Includes 
San Francisco and Alameda Counties, 
was held near San Francisco, the ven- 
ture alwavs proved a failure. The last 
fair in the district was held In Pleas- 
anton and Mr Adams says, enough 
money was made to pay off the Indebt-

class of people residing in the cities around the bay who decline to 
subscribe for the papers published in their respective towns but pat- 
ronize instead journals published in San Francisco. Oakland has its 
share of such people. • Paradoxically they are the loudest grumblers 
because other Oaklanders occasionally do some shopping across the 
bay. They' do not seem to understand that buying a newspaper in 
San Francisco in preference to one published at home is the same in 
principle as buying clotbes or groceries in San Francisco stores in- 
stead of Oakland merchants.

The Problem of Child Labor. 


Child labor in factories and tenements is one of the problems of 


modern society. Like all questions reaching down to the bedrock of 
domestic economy, it has more than one side—three or more. 


No one can contemplate the spectacle of young children who 


should be going to school and playing in the sunlight and fjesh air 
cooped up in crowded, ill-smelling work-rooms and compelled to labor 
beyond their strength without feelings of compassion and indignation. 


Yet neither the parents nor the employees are wholly to blame. 


They are both driven by the lash of a system—a system of competition 
that is as fierce between localities as between individuals. Child labor 
in North Carolina and Bohemia drive children to labor in the factories 
of New Jersey and the sweat-shops of New York, for the products of 
child labor in one locality competes with similar articles produced by 
adult labor in other localities. 


Child labor is the direct result of the craze for cheapness and low 


wages. It creates a mentally stunted, a morally warped and a physi- 
cally diseased people. It means ignorance and extreme poverty with 
their natural concomitants of vice and squalor. If modern civiliza- 
tion is not to continue to create an abyss into which vast congrega- 
tions of humanity sink into hopeless misery and degradation child 
labor in the tenement sweat-shops and the densely populated factory 
towns must cease. It is not so crushing and debasing in the fields and 
orchards. 
. 


The movement for its abolition, however, must be general to be 


effective. It will do little good to drive it out of the factories of New 
England and the canneries of New York if it be allowed to flourish in 
the Carolinas and Georgia. Such local measures of reform merely 
drive the industries in which child labor is largely employed to other 
localities. Child labor in the South is now'pinching both the manufac- 
turers and the mill hands of Fall River. The little children toiling in 
the mills of Carolina are taking the bread out of the mouths of grown 
people in Massachusetts. It is a contest in which both young and old 
perish. When will it cease? National legislation on this question is 
prevented by the Constitution, hence the States must deal with it 
separately. It is in the same category as the divorce evil which is 
also crying for correction.

An Instance of Judicial Mockery. 


The decision just rendered by the Supreme Court declaring that 


Edward I. Sheelian was elected Tax Collector of San Francisco is a 
satire on the way election contests are settled in this State. Nearly 
five years ago Sheehan and Joseph H. Scott were opposing candidates 
for Tax Collector. On the face of the returns Scott was elected, but 
Sheehan made a contest in the courts. The lower court decided in 
favor of Scott and Sheehan appealed. In the meantime Scott served 
out his term and drew the salary. Then Edward J. Smith was elected, 
served out one term and is now serving a second. Now comes the 
Supreme Court with a decision in Sheehan's favor, but the question 
settled is purely a moot one since the official term and the salary emol- 
ument appurteant thereto are beyond the jurisdiction oi the courts. A 


more striking proof of the futility of legal adjudication could hardly 
be presented. Is it any wonder that men sometimes seize and hold by 
force of arms that which they deem justly theirs instead of peaceably 
allowing the courts to pass upon the merits of the disputes. Tile futil- 
ity of adjudication had its illustration in the Sheehan and Scott case. 
Sheehan got the decision but Scott got the office and the salary. How 
much "is the court's decision worth?

BEHKELET, January 9.—Informa- 


tion of peculiar interest 
to 
wheat 


growers of California was glv.en out 
by Professor E. J. Wlckson, of the 
Agricultural Department of the State 
University last night upon his return 
from a tour of northern wheat-grow- 
ing districts, the trip being his pre. 
llmlnary work to an exhaustive ex- 
amination of the wheat grown in every 
part of California, to determine what 
localities produce u-hcat richest In glu- 
ten and what conditions are responsi- 
ble for the wheat found to contain 
most gluten. 


Professor Wlckson's work Is In this 
matter is being done, partly under the 
auspices of the University, and partly 
in connection with the State Board of 
Trade and other commercial bodies ot 
California. These commercial organi- 
zations have raised a fund of 53500 
and are to ask the Legislature for 
510,000 more to pay the expenses of 
the scientist's search for gluten. 


His assistant. Professor Stubenrauch, 


Is giving the largest part of his time 
to this matter alone and either mem- 
bers of the staff of the University's 
agricultural department are contrib- 
uting their aid to the solving of a 
problem which is considered of vital 
importance to the State. 
"It Is well known," said Professor 


Wlckson today, "that the growers and 
. dealers in wheat have feared a loss of 
prestige for California's great product 
because of the lack of gluten some of 
the wheat has shown. 


"The question of improving the con- 


ditions under 
which 
the 
wheat Is 


grown and of suiting the seed to the 
soil, the climate and other agricultural 
conditions Is what has been given to 
us of the Agricultural Department at 
the State University to solve. The in- 
vestigation of conditions is necessarily 
the first work to be done, and this Is 
what we are now carrying on. 


"My trip to Redding was merely an 


incident and not of any particular 
bearing upon the investigation, for it 
is not until'all the data—an immense 
quantity of data—has been secured by 
all our men, that definite conclusions 
can be obtained.

officials will no longer work for a sal- 
ary not commensurate with the duties 
of their offices. 
The town board will 


revise the salary list as soon as the 
necessary amendments can be made to 
the charter. 
A glan-ce at the present 


salary list.of the University town re- 
veals a ludicrous situation. The town 
charter was framed when Berkeley 
was a' town of the fifth class with a 
population of thirteen thousand. That 
was in 1S95. In the ten intervening 
years Berkeley has grown at a rate 
unprecedented on the coast. It now 
has a population of 24,000, sufficient to 
place it In the third class of California 
cities, but the town officers are still 
working under the same salaries that 
they received when they had only half 
the work to do. This has made a ma- 
terial difference In, the case of some 
officers. The Assessor, for Instance, is 
greatly underpaid as is also the Town 
Clerk. 
The Town Engineer, on the 


other hand, was receiving until lately 
a yearly remuneration of $12,000. This 
condition arose from the fact that the 
Town Engineer has been receiving fees 


instead of a regular stipend. 
Twelve 


thousand is more than any other mu- 
nicipal officer In the United States is 
getting and more than most State offi- 
cers receive. It was this Incongruity 
that first called the attention of the 
town officers to the salary list. The 
itown engineer was promptly put on 
a salary and then the trustees began to 
look at the other salaries and found 
them in need of revision. 


In almost every case the town offi- 


cials are being underpaid and a thor- 
ough revision of the salary list was ad- 
vised by those who had the matter in 
charge. 


Trustee R. C. Statts, who has been 
agitating the subject of salary revis- 
ion says, "While I think that for the 
most part the officers of Berkeley are 
being underpaid, I think that the Town 
Attorney Is receiving a salary entire- 
ly commensurate with the duties of 
his office. 
He gets seventy-five dol- 
lars a month and that is certainly all- 
the office is worth." Statts is a can-dl-- 
d-ate for the office of Town Attorney 
to succeed Brewtoh A. Hayne, who has 
held the office for several terms. Statts 
will make a hard fight for the place.

The OAKLAND TRIBUNE, which, 


jy the way, is an uncommonly newsy 
ournal, recently delivered itself edi- 
orially of some caustic remarks about 
.he country press. These remarks have 
created no end of discussipn among 
'rural" editors. 
The burden of the 


TRIBUNE'S roast -was that too many 
country papers are satisHed to fill up 
their columns witi plate matter and 
overlook local news 
It was offered 


as a sort of reply to a "rural" scribe s 
complaint that country ^papers gener- 
ally do not receive the support locally 
that they deserve 


In the main the TRIBUNES criti- 


cisius are right, but there are some 
tolerably well edited and newsy news- 
papers in California -wthtn do not re- 
ceive the support they deserve 
Take 


for instance, the community in which 
the TRIBUNE itself is published. The 
editor of that journal will admit that 
Ins circulation might be doubled that 
thousands of Oakland people take no 
Oakland paper at all because they pre- 
fer a Sin Francisco paper which gives 
about one-sixteenth of the Oakland 
news and seldom ever gets it into a 
real sizyling hot campaign for local im- 
provements 
There are three good 


papers in Oakland including the TRIB- 
UNE and any one of them is entitled to 
the support of any citizen who cares 
for the welfare of that community. 
But the people apparently do not care. 


What is true of Oakland is also true 


of dozens of other communities in Cal 
ifornla 
A newspaper, properly con- 


ducted and editerl) is a thoroughly le- 
gitimate enterpnse and one which is 
always expected to shove thj town 


along, boost improvements, fight for 
the rights of home enterprise and mir- 
ror to the outside world as fair an im- 
age of local conditions as the facts will 
permit. 
Tet there are hundreds of 


people in cities even smaller than Oak- 
land who never consider for a moment 
that in taking a San Francisco paper 
and not a local journal they are slap- 
ping a local enterprise in the face If 
the newspapers should go outside for 
all of its supplies, if its publlsners 
should buy their clothing, groceries, 
meat and fuel in anotner city instead of 
patronizing 
local 
merchants, 
there 


would be a terrible howl set up Tet 
good newspapers like the TRIBUNE, 
for example, are compelled to swal- 
low their disgust when a sollcitoi re- 
ports that Tom Jones, or John Smitn, 
or Bill White all decline to take a lo- 
cal paper because they prefer one 
published in another city 


Possibly, if the TRIBUNE'S editor 


were to make a careful investigation 
he would discover that this situation 
exists in half of the clles and towns 
in. California, and the necessarily ab- 
breviated 
revenue 
is 
partially re- 


sponsible for the methods of retrench- 
ment and economy practiced by some 
"rural" editors —Santa Rosa Republi-
